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THE ORISIS AND LONDON OPINION. 

A London contemporary makes the follow- 
ing comments on the present crisis :— 

“Over and over again investors have been 
told by their brokers during the last three 
months that prices have touched bottom, and 
can by no possibility go any lower. Yet those 
who have bought on this assurance have seen 
the fall continue, and brokers and clients alike 
have been left wondering whether there is any 
limit to the downward tendency. The bona- 
fide investor who trusts his secarity need not 
trouble himself greatly about this. If he is a 
wise man who has made up his mind not to 
sell, and who does not trast bis judgment to 
boy in these troubled times, his simple remedy 
is to give up reading the stock-and share lists 
and to put the whole subject out of his head 
for the time being 

“The depressing exercise of adding up his 
capital values and discovering how much he 
has ‘lost’ is quite futile and quite superfluous, 
What concerns the investor mainly is his in 
come, and if the same income can be obtained 
1r bought by leas capital he need not bother 
himself about flactuating capital values The 
unfortunately, is different with those who 
only get it by selling 
veciirities at present prices, as also with those 
who make their living by their own or other 
s transactions on the Stock Exchange 
All that can be gaid to them at preseut is that 
low prices offer an opportanity to those that 
know how to nse it. For the rest, they have 
a long period of active 
speculation, which is followed by an inevitable

“Thanks to wars and other kinds of pablic 
expenditure, securities of a high class have 
been created in excess of the demand ot the 
confidence has been shaken by the 
fallin values, which starting from this cause, 
has affected all securities, and by the fact, 
which has gradually been disclosed, that 4 
great many industrial enterprises were largely 
over-vapitalised during the pompany promoting 
boom 

“The British public is not hoarding its gold, 
but for the moment it thinks it knows better 
ways of making and keeping money than 
investing it on the Stock Exchange. It is 
putting it into its own business or leaving it 
on deposit with banks where the capital is sate 
and the return—in the present state of the 
money market—excellent. No speedy change 
is to beexpected in this respect. 

“While depression hangs over the City aud 
reacts on the luxury trades, the great 
industries of the country enjoy unabated 
prosperity. The industries which our Tarif 
Reformers declared to be dying have all this 
time asserted their vigorous life, and the ‘prac: 
tically stationary’ exports are likely before 
the end of this year to reach a point at which 
they will be double what they thirty 
years ago 

“It is scarcely to be supposed that trade in 
this country can be unaffected by the present 
state of credit, but British trade is, on the 
whole, we believe, a sounder trade than either 
German or American, and we remain more 
convinced than ever that the Free Trade 
system which has served it so well in goud 
times will enable it better than its neighbours 
to weather the difficulties of bad times.’

EGYPTIAN ESTATES LTD. 


In an article on the present prospects of the 
Rgyptian states, Ltd, the “Anglo Reyptiah 
Mail” remarks :— 

With regard to the purchase of the Safoy 
Hotel buildings, which caused so much talk-in 
financial circles, and which was getiérally con 
sidered to have been a doubtfel deal; it mhy 
be recorded that offers have been Teesived ‘by 
the company this month to exehunge de 
Savoy buildings for first-class agricultaral 
land, calculating the value of the Saviy baild- 
ihgs at the rate of £60 per metre syuare, 

. In the course of the game atticte our London 
contemporary says: . 

The first transaction entered into was fhe 
purchase of three vast agricultural estates of 
some 11,000 acres, whieh were setuid at « 
very low price. This aren was later on intteased 
to about 15,000 actes, which the Gonipatiy now 
holds. Under Mr. R. Lang Anderson's efficient 
supervision these estates were gradually de- 
veloped, canals and drains were opened, and 
new bnildings provided for the fellaheen. At 
present a large proportiod of the property 
yields splendid maize, rice, clover, barley, 
sugar-cane, and cotton crops to the hundreds 
of native families who cultivate the land, partly 
as independent tenants and partly on the half- 
share profit system with the company. Thas, 
these four agricultural estates have always 
been the backbone of the Egyptian Estates. 

Anyone having the slightest idea as to the 
value of agricultural properties in Egypt can- 
not deny that the lands owned by the Egypt- 
ian Estates are worth to-day fully 60°to 100 
per cent more than the purchase price, taking 
them on an all-round average. We can posi- 
tively state that in some cases small plots of 
these estates are valued, and offers have been 
received by the company, at 300 per cent, 
above cost price. It is also a fact that some

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE.

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MONEY AND SHARE MARKET.

At the time of writing it would certainly 
seem that the cloud which has been hanging 
over the money market during the past few 
weeks is lifting, and that shortly we may seea 
return to something approaching more normal 
conditions. The reports from America are now 
more optimistic, and it is to-day announced 
that the snbscription lists for the Treasury 
certificates of indebtedness have been closed. 
This may of course, be in to mean 
that the objections which American bankers 
have levelled against this new forth of currency 
have induced Mr. Cortelyon to decide not to 
isaue the whole of the 100 million dollars 
originally authorised, but the market here 
seems to have taken the other view that the 
improvement in the situation is responsible 
for the closing of the list. In any case, the 
shipments of gold from London show an appre- 
ciabie falling off, and that, after all, is the most 
satisfactory development from oar point of 
view. As the shipments of Egyptian cotton are 
now proceeding apace, it may be expected that 
your country will call for the balance of the 
gold required in the near future, and a cessation 
of the American demand will enable the Bank 
ot England to supply Egypt's needs without 
very much inconvenience. 

It is, of course, yet too early to give any 
reliable forecast of probable developments in 
the States, as. very great deal must depend 
apon the public. If they persist in hoarding 
their money, the situation may again become 
critical when the banks and other institutions 
recommence payments in cash. 

Our own bank position is much improved, 
and events have all contributed towards « 
lowering of rates. In the first place, the whole 
of the £4,860,000 transferred from Russian 
balances to Japanese credit, an aoeount of 
expenses in cannestion with Russian prisoners 
of war, immediately became available after 
transfer, and was secured by the market for 
two months. Then, too, the Bank of France 
have now somewhat modified their refusal to 
ship gold direct to New York, and have re- 
leased a quantity of American eagles on the 


security of commercial bills endorsed oy the 


leading French banks7s, another favourable

vettment of one million of the five-and-a quar- 
ter millions held to their credit at the Bank of 
England, and it is also satisfactory to know 
that a farther substantial quantity of Indian

The Bank retarn this week shows an addi- 
tian of elose upon two millions to the reserve, 
The sum of one and a half millians was re- 


ceived on balance from abroad, and about a 
quarter ofa million in coin returned from the 


country. The increase in the reserve is there- 
fore £1,870,000, bringing up the total to 
£21,785,603, as compared with £23,613,809 in 
the corresponding week of 1906. The propor. 
tion to liabilities is 4.05 higher on the week at 
38.78 per cent. Last year the proportion was 
44.92 per cent. 

Demands for accomodation in connection 
with the Stock Exchange settlement yesterday 
gave the money market a somewhat harder 
appearance, and short loans realised 5 to 6 per 
cent. The Bank lent a small sum for a week at 
74 per cent. Three months’ fine bills hardened 
from 4§ to 64. 

We are glad to note that Sir Felix Schuster, 
in his inaugural addreas as President of the 
Institute of Bankers, an Wednesday, gave the 
assurance that the committee of clearing house 
bankers appointed to consider the question of 


gold reserves were determined to bring their 
labours to a anocessful conclusion, and that he 


was confident that a suitable soheme, which 
would have the general co-operation of the 
banking commanity, would be devised especially 
now that the necessity that had been once 
more clearly demonstrated. He believed the 
general position in this respeot all over the 


country was already far stronger than ever 


before. 


When the situation became more normal, he 


had every hope that discussion would lead to 
action, and that bankers themselves would take 
steps which would render legislation ‘or even 
talk ot legislation quite unnecessary. Legisle- 
tion on this question was ta be avoided if it 
possibly could be,
